Statement Made. 


The following statement in regard 


to the burning of the Chi Pgi frater- 
nity house at Ithica was made this 
afternoon by President Schurman, of 
Cornell University. 


"An alarm of fire sounded at exact- 


ly 4 o'clock in the morning and in a 
few minutes tlie Chi Psi fraternity 
house, widely known as the Fiske-Mc- 
Graw mansion,- situated near the cam- 
pus of Cornell University, was found 
to be a mass of flames. Most of the 
members of the fraternity sept in the 
third story of the building and all hut 
two managed to in one way or another, 
to get. out of the building alive. The 
two are missing and who it is assum- 
ed, have perished in the flames, are 
W, H. Nichols, a senior of Chicago, 
and F. W. Grell, a freshman, of South 
Orange, N. J. 


Although, Mr. O. L. Schmuck, a sen- 


ior, of Hanover, Pa., got out of the 
building, he went back for his room- 
mate, Mr. Nichols, and in this attempt 
to rescue hs comrade, he was so seri- 
ously injured that he died in the Cor- 
nell infirmary this morning.

duly executed, 


Tho order has attracted much at- 


tention and has been severely criti- 
cized as unjust because it condemns 
many Innocent man io 
undeserved 


punishment. It Is not improper there- 
fore In this report to.review the case 
and stale tho reasons which not only 
justified It but made It. nccessiry. 


First. 
Out of a battalion of 170 


enlisted men in the army of the U. 
S., from 9 to 20 men formed a pre- 
concerted plan to 
revenge 
them- 


selves upon the people of a town-in 
which they were stationed for the 
insults they felt that tlie townsgeo- 
ple had heaped upon them. In ac- 
cordance with the plan, they 
left 


their barracks under cover of the 
darkness—about midnight—and pro- 
ceeded to discharge their weapons 
into the houses of the town for the 
purpose of 
killing 
those against 


whom they felt a grievance. 
They 


came very near killing some one or 
more of the 3 women and 7 children 
who were sitting or sleeping in two 
of the lighted rooms into which they 
fired. 
They, in fact, dirt kill one 


man, 
wound another and seriously 


injure the chief of police. They ac- 
companied their firing with expres- 
sions indicating the malice 
which 


prompted their action. There 
Can 


be no doubt, therefore, 
that 
the 


squad of men who moved together 
from the fort to the town and did 
this shooting were guilty of murder, 
and murder in the first degree, and 
that if they were discovered they 
could be properly subjected to capi- 
tal punishment. The purpose of one 
was the purpose of all, 


Second. Within ten minutes ,or 


more after this crime was committed 
when the whole garrison was aroused 
by the noise of the fusillade and by 
the call to arms which followed it, 
the .guilty men returned 
to' their 


places, and must have been among 
the last men to take their places, for 
the reason that the firing continued 
after the formations had begun. The 
absence of the rifles from the racks 
could not have escaped the attention, 
of the sergeants who had the keys 
of the racks. If indeed they had the 
keys; and yet all the sergeants swear 
that the rifles were in the racks, un- 
touched. 
Before the next morning, 


all the guns were clean. 
It is im- 


possible that many of the battalion 


did not take part as active mem- 


bers of the conspiracy to 
murder 


wore not made aware by one circum- 
stance or another of the identity of 
the persons 
who committed 
this 


heinous offense. 


Third. 
Instead of giving to their 


officers, or to the military inspectors 
who were directed to make the ex- 
amination, the benefit of anything

statute reserves, must be borne by 
them in the public Interest. It goes 
•without saying that if 
the 
guilty 


could be ascertained they should and 
would be punished, but the guilty 
ca» not be ascertained, and the very 
impossibility of determining who are 
the gnilty makes the -whole battalion 
useless to the government as an in- 
strument for maintaining law and or- 
der. The only means of ridding the 
military service of a band of would- 
be murderers of women, and chil- 
dren, and actual murderer? of one 
man, is the discharge of the entire 
battalion.

a dishonorable discharge, which is 
only imposed by sentence by a court. 
This is a punishment. But the mem- 
iners of this battalion were not dis- 
lonorably discharged. 
They could 


not have been so discharged except 
after a trial. They were discharged 
for the good of the seivice, as the 
echnical phrase is, "without honor." 
;t is not a fortunate phrase, because 
so easily com used wun a, uishonor- 


diseharge. 
It is called "with- 


out honor" to distinguish the dis- 
harge from a discharge with hon- 
ro, or an honorable discharge, \\hich 
ndicate sthe termination, 
in 
due 


•ourse, of a satisfactory service. Au 
enlistment brought prematurely to 
an end for the good of the service 
an not he an honorable discharge. 
Hence the distinction must be made. 
The discharge "without honor" 
is 


merely the ending of a contract and 
eparation from the service under a 
right reserved in fhe statute for the 
protection of the government, which 
may work a hardship to teg private 
discharge, biu which, in the public 
meres.1, miibt sometimes be 
arbi- 


rarily exercised. 


But it is said that the order for- 


bids re-entry by the discharged men 
nto the army or nary or civil ser- 
vice, and this Is a penalty. "When an 
employee is discharged for the good 
of the service, it naturally follows 
that he can not -be taken hack, and 
the president in 
formally stating 


this result is not imposing a penalty 
n the proper sent,e of the term. He 
s only laying down a rule of la- 
;ligibility for the service wtih re- 
spect to which it is his 
executive 


dutv 10 prescribe the rules of ad- 
mission 
Should hereafter facts be 


disclosed, or a new state of 
facts 


arise from which it can be inferred 
that the public service will suffer no 
detriment from re-entry of any one 
of these men into the service, his in- 
eligibihiy can be removed 
by

mere executive ouler. 


Much sjniDatl'j has been evoked 


for those who ha\e been so long in 
he public service as some of the non- 
commissioned officers and others of 
this battalion of the Twenty-fifth In- 
commissioned officers and others of 
rantn. It ib to be said with respect 
to these non-commissioned officers, 
that upon them especially falls the 
duty of maintaining the discipline of

Statistics of the quantity of 
nat- 


ral gas consumed in the United Staes 
ill be taken next year by the United 
ttates Geological Snrvejr. Up to the 
resent time, only the value of the gas 
as been ascertained. The adoption 
f this method will make it inconvc-n- 
mt, if not impossible, to refer back 
or purposes of comparison to the flg- 
•es of previous years, but it will re- 
jlt in more direct knowledge of the 
apacity of gas areas to maintain a 
ommercial supply of gas for a certain 
umber of years. 
An effort will be made to collect and 
nblish statistics showing the 
total 


cre-age held by natural gas companies 
nd the acreage operated by . them, 
ith the total quantity of gas con- 
imed in the different states. Owing 


> the fact that gas wells from diiter- 


fields are connected to the main 


pe lines, and that gas is only meeas- 
red where consumed, it is now aimost 
rnpossible to procure exact figures as 


the quantity of gas produced from 


ny particular district. 
When natural gas was first brought 
to use an idea prevailed that the 
tpply was inexhaustible. It was sold 


at low rates and usually without meas- 
surement. This method 
encouraged 


waste in the consumption ot natural 
gas and was shortly abandoned. l>y the 
larger companies. 
They 
introduced 


meters and sold their gas at a rate per 
thousand feet by measurement. There 
were, however, so many smaller cont 
panies tha-t did not measure th« gas 
consumed that it was impossible to 
secure reliable figures of the produc- 
tion and consumption of natural gas in 
thousands of cubic feet 
For this rea,- 


son the statistics of this valuable pro* 
duct have been collected in terms of 
value. 


In taking only the value of the pro- 


duct, how&vsi-, as a b^&U tor statistics! 
record an incorrect idea is given of 
the actual production of the gas fields, 
for with the diminution in volume the 
price has been increased, and in recent 
years in some cases an increased value 
is shown where there has been a de- 
cided falling off in the production of 
gas. 
Experience 
has demonstrated 


that there Is a limit to the production 
of all fields, and those who handle the 
gas have learned that the unneces- 
sary waste of this valuable resource 
must be prevented. Today nearly all 
consumption Is sold by measurement. 
It Is believed that tho time has come 
when It Is possible to procure statis- 
tics of the Quantity of gas consumed. 
Announcement of tho survey's Inten- 
tion to make the endeavor next year 
is oonlalued In the recently published 
report by Mr. W. T. Griswold entitled 
"The Production of Natural Gas in. 
1905."
